bring two and a quarter cups |
of either a butter icing or of
“deco” icing. Deco icing con:
tains a commercial product
which may be purchased by
the students through their in-
structor,

Generally, “paste color"
rather than the liquid food |
coloring is used. So concen-
trated is the color that just a
dot of paste on a toothpick is
enough to color half a cup of
icing. The primary colors are
used except during the fall
courses when black is added |
for Halloween decorations.

According to the lesson plan
for the day, illustrated with
clear, detailed photographs of
the design, the students divide
the icing into the quantities
necessary for each color. Les- |
sops are set up to include
green, a light and a dark shade
of the color chosen, and white.
The darker shade is made
first, then a quarter teaspoon
of the colored icing is added
to white for the lighter shade.

The equipment for the be-.
ginning class includes a set
of rose nails and 12 tips, the
use of the latter creating the
specified designs. They also
bring six large and six small
bags to hold the icing. With
this equipment, they are pre-
pared for all but the most com-
plicated patterns.
